Goodrich Report Shows 
10% Registration 
Gain in 1926 


EW YORK, Jan. 22.— 
Motor vehicles _ regis- 
tered in the United States 
totaled 22,273,643 during 
1926, according to the annual 
statistical review of the mo- 
tor car industry by the B. F. 
‘Goodrich Rubber Company. 
|Their report shows an in- 
crease of 2,044,618 over 1925 
when 20,229,025 motor ve- 
hicles were registered. The 
percentage of new motorists 
was not as great as it was 
during the previous year. 

The estimated total of passenger 
cars and trucks manufactured dur- 
ing the year past amounts to 4,497,- 
390. This figure shows an increase 
of 297,399 over 1925. The 1926 
production added to the total reg- 


istration in 1925 gives a figure 
2,452,772 higher than the actual 
registration during 1926. This 


would indicate that 2,452,772 mo- 
tor vehicles were discarded or put 
out of running condition in the pre- 
ceeding tweive months.
